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Pailroeds Grent Reduced Convention Rates. 

Reduced rates to wemlers aud dependent rewbers of their families 
of a fere and a half for the round trip, tu the Bufvale Sonvertion have been re- 
quested of the various passenger assccietions, end ot thie writing have heen 
granted by the Trunk Line Association, Central Passenger Association, the south- 
eustern Paseenger Association, the Transcontinental Passenger Association, ani the 
Western Passenger Asrociation. It is expected the cther passenger associations 
will grant this request. 


To secure the benefit of these rates, members of the Netional 
Canners Association should write the Secretary's office for the number of certifi- 
cates reouired, as tickets can only be purchased on presentation of a certificate. 


A letter will be addressed to members, giving full information 


about the reduced rates as soon as all the passenger associations have been heard 
from. 


Demand for Canning Literature. 


The National Canners Association recently received a letter from 
the American Food Journal of New York which read, in part, as follows; 


“Here are some requests for your booklets, regarding which we 
would like to make a brief explanation. 


"We were asked to have Mies Ingersoll, one of our editors, 
speak before the New York State Association of Home Economics Teachers on 'Com- 
mercial Materiel Valuable to Home Economics Workers’. 


"This was the first time material of this sort had been pre- 
sented to teachers in this way. Miss Ingersoll made an interesting test. As 
part of her speech she exhibited all the material we hed that food manufacturers 
were willing to furnish teachers. She told the teachers that if they wanted any 
of the material, to write their names on a slip and indicate the articles dem red. 


"Were they interested? 


"That exhibition looked like a bargain counter at Macy's. 
Teachers were three deep looking it over and making up their lists. We received 
requests for 2,862 booklets and would have had many more, but we had to tell them 
to stop." 


The writer went on to say that food manufacturers can get a 
tremendous promotion value at very little cost if they will furnish teachers the 
right kind of material and information that they can pase on; and thet the teacherer 
want the opportunity to codperate. 


Two bulletins alone, from the National Cannera —_— 


brought twenty-five requests. 
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Canners vill be interested in the following income tax notice 
having to do with deductions in connection with tie voluntary removal of buildings. 
In this connection, Treasury Department article 142, Regulations 46 (1920 Reition) 
is amended to read as roliows: 


"Loss due to the voluntary removal or demolition of old bujld- 
ings, the screpping of old machinery, eqiipment, etc., incident to renewrls anc ren 
placemer.ts, will be deductible from gross income in a sum representing the differ~ 
ence between the cost of such property demolished or scrapped or the March 1, 1930 
value thereof if acquired prior to that dete, whichever is lower, and the amonnt of 
a reasonable allowance for the deprecietion which the property had undergone prior 
to its demolition or scrapping, that is to say, the deductible Joss is oniy so much 
of the originel cost or the March 1, 1913 vulus, if acquired prior to thet date, 
whichever is lower, less salvage, as would have remained unextinguished had e reason: 
atle allowance been charged for depreciation during each yorr pricr to its destrio- 
tion. \.hen a tax payer buys real estate upon which ise located a building which he 
proceeds to raze with a view to erecting thereon another building, it will be con~ 
sidered that the tax payer has sustained no deductible loss by reason of the demoJi- 
sion of the old building, and no deductible expense on account of the cost of re- 
moving the useless building." 


Article 155, Regulations 33 (Revised), is amended to read as 
follows: 


"Loss due to the voluntary removal or demolition of old build- 
ings, the screpping of old me.chinery, ey¢ipment, etc., incident to renewals or re~ 
placements will be deductible from grors income, in an amount representing the dif- 
ference between the cost of such property demolished or scrapped or the value thoro~ 
of as of Merch 1, 1913, if acquired prior to that date, whichever is lower, and an 
amolint measuring a reasonable allowance for depreciation which the property had 
undergone prior to its demolition or scrapping; that is to say, the deductible loss 
is only so much of the original cost, or March 1, 1913 value, if acquired prior to 
that date, whichever is lower, less salvage, as would have remained unextingui shed 
had a reasonable allowance been charged off for depreciation during each yeer prior 
to its destruction." 


Again Ges from Leaky Stove, Instead of "Ptomaine". 


Following closely upon two euch cases reported in the Middle West 
by Dr. J.C.Geiger, of the United States Public Health Service, where persons were 
supposed to have been made ill from “ptomaine" poisoning, but in reality were the 
victims of gas from leeky stoves, there comes another case from West Virginia of al- 
MOst the same character. 


Fifteen girls, students in the eighth grade of a public school 
at Winchester, were overtaken by a dudcen illness while attending a two-hour session 
of the domestic science class. Tie members of the class were engaged in cooking ce:- 
tain vegetables, and all partook of one or the other of these dishes. All were naus«: 
ated, and several were said to have been overcome. Immediately, it was reported thet 
they were the victims of "ptomaine poisoning". 


Upon investigation, however, this was denied by the school au- 
thorities, who issued a statement attributing the illness of the students to fumes 
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srising from a new stove which wes being used for the first time. 


Nei.ing Another One. 


Not long ago, a newspaper story was printed in New York to the 
effect that a family of six persons were made ill in Brooklyn by lead poisoning from 
drinking evaporated milk. An investigation by the National Canners Aveocietion re= 
vealed the fact that there was ncthing wrong with the canned m'iik. This was con= 


firmed by the Brooklyn Board of Health. Already two of the newspape>s have printed 
retractions, and others are expected to follow. 
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
